(Evening)—Colesburg has not yet 
been occupied. The Boers unexpect- 
edly attacked the British left at day- 
break this morning, but were re- 
pulsed. They occupied hills to the 
north of the town, but were eventual- 
ly driven out of their positions after 
an hour's shelling by our guns. 


They still hold, however, the hills 


immediately surrounding the town 
preventing the British from advanc- 
ing along the railway. 


The British loss in today's engage- 


uent was light, while the Boers ar« 
•eported to have lost 100, including 
twenty prisoners who were taken by 
tlie.mounted infantry about midday.

effect on the Boers and their sympa- 
thizers. While it is true he success- 
fully drove a couple of hundred rebels 
from Sunnysido, killing or wounding 
thirty and capturing forty-three, 
Colonel Pilcher's immediate evacua- 
tion of Douglas seems to prove that 
he had information that there was a 
sufficient number of Boers in tho 
neighborhood to make his position 
unsafe.

L. C. Vttss and Rev. H. P. Haw- 
kins, missionaries of the church sta- 
tioned at Luebo, Congo Free State, 
Africa, giving accounts of the burn- 
ing of fourteen villages and the kill- 
ing of ninety or more natives by the 
state's troops. 
They report that 


some of the victims were eaten by 
cannibnls and that the bodies of all 
who were slain were mutilated, their 
heads having been cut off. 
Mr. Vnss 


wns formerly of New Berne, N. C., 
and 1ms been engaged in misison 
work at Luebo since February IB, 
1889. 
Mr. Hawkins was formerly 


of Vlcksburg, Miss. Mr. Vnss sttvtes 
that tidings of raiding by the Zappa 
Zaps in the Beua Kamba country hav- 
ing reached them nnd the work of the 
missionaries being threatened, Rev. 
W. H. Shcppard was sent to make an 
investigation. 
He went to 
the 


Zappo Zaps' camp and found that 
fourteen, villages had been destroyed 
by iire and plundered. He saw forty- 
seven bodies lying nround the camp, 
From three bodies the flesh had been 
carved and eaten. 
' 


The chief said that eighty or ninety 


had been killed and five persons eaten 
by his people. 


Mr. Shep'pard saw thirty right 


hands cut off and drying over a slow 
fire, iii order to be afterward taken 
back to the state officers. 
Sixty 


women prisoners were confined in a 
pen, and sixteen men had already 
been sent away prisoners. 


It is said the raid was ordered by 


the people, owing,tp .the.exhorbitant 
tributes, made by the state. The mis- 
sionaries state that they reported the 
matter to the propper officials and 
demanded the withdrawal 
of the 


troops, and that the chief instituted 
a counter prosecution on account of 
the charges made. The missionaries 
further say the Zappo Zaps are a tribe 
kept by the state for its protection. 
They are sent out to collect rubber, 
ivory, slaves and goats as tribute 
from the people, and can plunder, 
burn and kill for their own amuse- 
ment and gain. 


The missionaries say they are col- 


lecting evidence about the massacre,
